KEEP THE STORE WINDOWS* DRY. 

One of the vexing problems that confront 
the storekeeper during the winter months is 
how to keep his show windows bright and 
clear. Whatever efforts a bookseller may 
make to dress his windows in such a way as 
to secure an effective display, his efforts are 
likely to be neutralized by the presence of 
moisture on the glass fronts. This moisture 
is a gieat nuisance, and it is, of course, just 
in the winter season that such a nuisance be¬ 
comes bothersome. All storekeepers know 
that steamy windows spoil the finest display. 
It is quite useless to build up a good display 
if the glass at once becomes covered with 
moisture to such an extent as to make it diffi¬ 
cult to see through it. The question is, then, 
how to keep the windows free from this ob¬ 
struction to the sight. 

It is generally understood that the moisture 
only makes its appearance when the outside 
air is colder than the air inside the store, 
and when the difference in temperature is so 
great that the outside air, striking ©n the 
glass, lowers the temperature of the latter to 
such an extent that it, in its turn, has a cool¬ 
ing effect on the inside layer of air imme¬ 
diately against it. 


To know the cause is to have an idea as to 
what is necessary to remedy the evil. That 
remedy consists in either depriving the inside 
air of its moisture, or else in heating it so as to 
counteract the outside influences. One sugges¬ 
tion to do the former, offered the London Sta¬ 
tionery Journal, is apt to be somewhat awk- 
ward, although it consists in simply placing 
trays of salt, or calcium chloride or magne¬ 
sium chloride immediately against the mside 
of the window. Another plan is to have a 
small electric fan or other apparatus for 
keeping up a brisk current of air. Generally 
speakirg, the easiest method is to keep the 
inside air heated. This may be effected in 
many ways, and that to be adopted wall de¬ 
pend upon the surrounding circumstances of 
the storekeeper. Where the latter has elec¬ 
tricity to fall back upon, the simplest, clean¬ 
est and safest method of all is to have a row 
of incandescent lamps fixed near the bottom 
of the window and just two or three inches 
from it. If the window is a very tall one it 
may be found necessary to have a second 
row of such lamps, about halfway up. 

Failing electricity, there is always gas, but 
this requires more manipulation on account 
of its peculiar qualities and the danger of 
fire attached to it. A simple, safe and effec¬ 
tive apparatus is an arrangement for heating 
air by means of a gas jet, the hot air passing 
through a tube placed in front of the window, 
and issuing from perforations in the tube on 
to the surface of the window. Any other 
method of using gas must be carefully 
handled, as gas is itself liable to create watery 
vapor. In any event it is quite necessary 
to have an inlet for air below the ’ window 
and an outlet above it, in order to ensure a 
continuous circulation of air. 

During the cold weather care should be 
taken in washing the windows. Strange as 
it may seem there is a right and a wrong 
way to do this, and as this operation is usu¬ 
ally skimped, the following method will doubt¬ 
less be appreciated, as it saves both time and 
labor: Choose a dull day, or at least a time 
when the sun is not shining on the window, 
for w r hen the sun shines on the window it 
causes it to dry streaked, no matter how 
much it is rubbed. Take a painter’s brush 
and dust the inside and outside of the win¬ 
dow, washing all the woodwork inside before 
touching the glass. The latter must be 
washed simply with warm water and am¬ 
monia. Don’t use soap. Get the dust out 
of the corners of the window with a piece of 
cloth on a pointed stick. Wipe the window 
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with a soft piece of cotton cloth. Don’t use 
linen, as it makes the glass linty when dry. 
Polish with tissue paper or old newspapers. 
It will be found that this will take half the 
time it does when soap is used, and the result 
will be brighter windows. If windows have 
a tendency to become frosted in cold weather 
so as to remain in that condition for days, 
in addition to the remedies suggested above 
the bookseller might try rubbing his windows 
two or three times a week with a cloth dipped 
in glycerine. 


HOLLY FOR STORE DECORATION. 

The Bookseller and Stationer, of Toronto, 
makes a suggestion for Christmas holiday 
advertising which deserves notice: 

“A great deal of holly,” says our esteemed 
’contemporary, "is used for decoration pur¬ 
poses along about the holiday season, but not 
as much is employed in advertising as might 
be. Everybody likes the cheerfulness and 
brightness of a bit of green with red berries. 
It costs so little that any retailer can afford to 
be lavish with it, not only in and around his 
store, but in the shape of little good-will gifts 
to his customers. A little sprig of holly 
slipped under the twine around every package 
will be favorably noticed every time. 

"Last year a neighboring store put out a 
lot of circulars during the week before Christ¬ 
mas, and every circular was neatly folded and 
held in shape by a small wooden clothespin, 
which also served to retain in place a sprig of 
holly. The weight of the clothespin kept the 
wind from blowing the folder away, and the 
holly served as a mute appeal for attention 
which was not denied. Did it ‘go?’ Well, 
people came from a dozen blocks away—out¬ 
side the store’s normal territory, and asked 
for the circular with the holly and clothespin. 

"That’s one way. There are dozens of 
others. Study out some of them, and you 
may be sure that the green stuff will be heart¬ 
ily welcome wherever it goes ” 


A. C. McCLURG & CO.’S EMPLOYEES 
DINE. 

The third banquet of the employees of A. 
C. McClurg & Company was held at the 
Grand Pacific Plotel, Chicago, on the evening 
of Tuesday, October 12. The participants 
were the heads and the principal salesmen of 
the retail and wholesale departments, with a 
contingent from the "North Side.” The in¬ 
vited guests were F. B. Smith, one of the 
original founders of the firm, and George 
Barr McCutcheon. 

The members of the organization, number¬ 
ing upwards of forty, sat down to dinner at 
8 o’clock and did ample justice to a choice 
menu. L. C. Mitchell very ably presided. 

The business of the association being speed¬ 
ily disposed of, the chairman in a few wdl- 
chosen sentences introduced the guests of 
the evening. 


F. B. Smith then addressed the meeting, 
and related most interesting recollections of 
bookselling and business methods in the late 
"sixties,” and particularly of the evolution 
of the firm of A. C. McClurg & Company 
from the early days, when, after due deliber¬ 
ation, an order for twenty-five copies of a 
new novel was given, which at that time was 
considered so large that the publisher wrote 
a personal letter expressing his appreciation 
and thanks for the order, to the present time, 
when the question was whether 100 copies or 
10,000 should be ordered of any particular 
book. A most agreeable evening was spent, 
and before adjournment a vote of thanks was 
passed to Byron E. Veatch, the author of 
"Men Who Dared,” who also was an invited 
guest, but not being able to attend, sent as a 
substitute a couple of cases of wine, which 
added considerably to the sociability of the 
evening. 


CHANGE OF NAME OF STATUTE 
LAW BOOK COMPANY. 

The Statute Law Book Company, 715 
Colorado Building, Washington, D. C., was 
dissolved on July 15, 1909, and the business, 
which has been conducted under that name 
since March 1, 1895, will hereafter be con¬ 
ducted, at the same address, by T. L. Cole, 
who owned all but a few shares of its stock, 
under his own name, as it has been prior to 
that date. Mr. Cole has assumed both the 
assets and liabilities of the Statute Law Book 
Company and there will be no change in 
the business other than its name. 

This business grew out of the session law 
department of the general law book busi¬ 
ness conducted at St. Louis, Mo., by Soule, 
Thomas & Wentworth, (1867 to 1878;) F. H. 
Thomas & Co., (1878 to 1884;) and the 
F. H. Thomas Law Book Co., (1885 to 1895.) 

The three partners of the old firm of 
Soule, Thomas & Wentworth were Charles 
C. Soule, now, and for many years, president 
of the Boston Book Co., Frank H. Thomas, 
and Charles E. Wentworth, (later of John 
Wilson’s Sons, Cambridge, Mass.,) both now 
engaged in other business. Mr. Soule and 
Mr. Thomas had both, for a number of years, 
been connected with the firm of Little, Brown 
& Co., of Boston, Mass. In 1867 they started 
a business in St. Louis which, with some 
changes, both in character and personnel, 
still flourishes there. 

The session law business of Soule, Thomas 
& Wentworth began about 1876 and rapidly 
assumed sufficiently large proportions to be 
designated as a department of the large law 
book business which, by that time, this firm 
had built up. In 1878, when Mr. Soule, to 
whose foresight and enterprise the organi¬ 
zation of the department and its first develop¬ 
ment were due, left St. Louis to become 
a member of Little, Brown & Co., the prin¬ 
cipal management of the department fell into 
the hands of Mr. Cole, who had been in the 
employ of the firm since 1874. 

The building up and management of this 
department more and more occupied Mr. 
Cole’s time and energies to the exclusion 
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of the other departments of the firm’s busi¬ 
ness until, about the time of the change 
from F. H. Thomas & Co., to the F. H. 
Thomas Law Book Co., when it had grown 
to such proportions that Mr. Cole gave up 
his position as employee of that company 
and thereafter gave his whole time to the 
session law business. He still, however, 
maintained a connection with the session law 
department of the company until 1890, when 
he moved to Washington, D. C., and en¬ 
tered into the business entirely by himself 
and on his own capital. 

In 1895 a union of Mr. Cole’s business at 
Washington and the session law department 
of the F. H. Thomas Law Book Co. at St. 
Louis was made and it was incorporated 
under the name of the Statute Law Book 
Company, at Washington, D. C. The busi¬ 
ness has continued at Washington under this 
name until this year, although since 1899 Mr. 
Cole has owned all but two shares of the 
stock of thi corporation. 


THE HOUSE OF SOTHEBYS. 

The announcement is made that Mr. 
Thomas Hodge, the senior partner of the old- 
established firm of Sothebv, Wilkinson & 
Hodge, the well-known auctioneers of Wel¬ 
lington Street, Strand, London, has admitted 
as partners in the firm, G. D. Hobson and 
F. W. Warre. Mr. Hobson, who was gradu¬ 
ated from Harrow at Oxford about 1904, 
is the sen of the late Richard Hobson, of 
Bromborough, Cheshire, who was formerly 
a director of Lloyd’s Bank, and chairman of 
the British and Foreign Marine Insurance 
Company. Mr. Warre is a son of Dr. Warre. 
late head master of Eton. He was educated 
at Eton, and passed from there to Balliol 
College. The business of the firm will be 
carried on on the same lines as hitherto. 

The announcement of the changes in this 
old firm of auctioneers brings to mind viru¬ 
lent opposition from the booktrade to book 
auctions, when William Cooper, who carried 
on a bookselling and publishing business at 
the sign of “The Pelican” in Little Britain, 
following a custom that had already become 
common in PTolland and in Germany,* intro¬ 
duced the “auctionary way.” Robert Clavel, 
(or Cavell,) in the third edition of his “Gen¬ 
eral Catalogue of Books Printed in England,” 
1680, in unmeasured terms denounced the 
new way of selling books at auction, proph¬ 
esying that the reputation of the “auctionary 
way” was already “growing weak and faint” 
and would before long disappear altogether. 

That Clavel’s conjecture rested rather upon 
his wish that it might grow so than upon fact 
is attested to by the knowledge that during 


*Tlie first book auction, so far as is known, was 
held Tulv 6, 1599, at Leyden, by Christopher Poret, 
a naturalized Frenchman. It was the library of the 
famous Marnix of St. Aldegonde. On April 14, 1671, 
Christoph Kirchner, a Leipzig bookseller, petitioned 
the Duke of Saxony for the privilege of selling books 
at auction, “das ser schon zweimal nach Hollandischer 
Arth und weise auctionirt und in diesem actua das 
Eis gebrochen habe.” Kircher acted in this matter 
as agent for Jansson and Blaeuw of Amsterdam.—

the remainder of the seventeenth century, or 
rather for the twenty-seven years from Octo¬ 
ber 31, 1676, to February 10, 1701, there were 
held in London 134 auction sales, under the 
direction of upwards of twenty auctioneers, 
prominent among whom were William 
Cooper, Edward Millington and John Dunton. 

Notwithstanding the fact that auction sales 
of books grew rapidly in popularity, the first 
person in London to devote himself exclu¬ 
sively to the business of book-auctioneer was 
Samuel Baker, who, in 1744, established a 
“domus auctionaria” in York Street, Covent 
Garden. His earliest sale was in 1744, when 
he sold the library of Thomas Pellet. Nine 
years later he sold that of the famous collec¬ 
tor, Dr. Richard Mead, when the actual sale 
occupied fifty-six days. He also conducted 
many other famous sales, including the libra¬ 
ries of John Wilkes and David Mallet. . In 
1774 he took into partnership George Leigh, 
an auctioneer in King Street, Covent Garden, 
and the firm became S. Baker & G. Leigh. 
In 1778, when Baker died, his nephew, John 
Sotheby, took his place, and the firm became 
Leigh & Sotheby. At the beginning of the 
nineteenth century the firm again changed its 
name, when Sotheby’s nephew, Samuel, was 
admitted to partnership, to Leigh, Sotheby 8 z 
Son. In 1803 the business was removed to 
the Strand, at No. 145. John Sotheby died 
in 1807 and Leigh in 1815, after which Samuel 
Sotheby continued the business alone, re¬ 
moving in 1817 to No. 3 Waterloo Street, 
Strand. In due course he took his son, 
Samuel Leigh Sotheby, into the firm, which 
then became .Sotheby & Son, and the business 
was removed to 13 Wellington Street. The 
elder Sotheby died in 1842, aged seventy-one, 
and his son was accidentally drowned in the 
river Dart in 1861. 

In 1843 Mr. Sotheby took into partnership 
the late John Wilkinson, who died some 
twelve years ago, and, later, Edward Grose 
Hodge, the style of the firm becoming, as 
it remains to-day, Sotheby, Wilkinson & 
Hodge. In 1896 Tom Hodge became a part¬ 
ner, and in 1907 Edward Grose Hodge passed 
away. In recent years the great sales of 
libraries have been usually carried out by 
Sothebys, which is as well known for its 
special line as Christies is the recognized auc¬ 
tion mart for pictures and collections. Chris¬ 
ties was founded some twenty years later, but 
since then each has maintained a continuous 
record, surpassed by but few houses in Lon¬ 
don. In the early days of the firm biddmg 
was very different from what it is to-day. 
Penny bids were accepted, the catalogues 
were mere catalogues, each book, whatever 
its value or importance, having the same at¬ 
tention of a single line or two. Such meagre 
lists, compared with the sumptuous catalogues 
of to-day,* may be taken as fairly typifying the 
increased importance gained by the business 
during the past hundred and sixty-five years. 
As present-day purchasers also know, the 
prices obtainable to-day are very greatly in 
advance of those which sufficed our fore¬ 
fathers. Consequently the new partners may 
expect to find the business as important and 
as lucrative in the future as ever. 
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J. PIERPONT MORGAN BUYS THE 
WAKEMAN COLLECTION OF MSS. 

J. Pierpont Morgan has just purchased 
through George S. Heilman, of the New 
York Co-operative Society, the collection of 
manuscripts by Poe, Hawthorne, Thoreau, 
Lowell, Longfellow, Whittier, Bryant, Emer¬ 
son and Holmes, brought together by S. H. 
Wakeman, a retired merchant of New York 
City. 

The conclusion of the negotiations which 
have given Mr. Morgan’s collection of Amer¬ 
ican manuscripts priority over the W. H. 
Bixby and other collections, perhaps for all 
time, was reached late last week, and the 
manuscripts have already been delivered to 
Mr. Morgan. 

While Mr. Heilman, who brought the two 
collections together, naturally declined to say 
what the price was which Mr. Morgan paid, 
manuscript experts say that it would not be 
reasonable to expect Mr. Wakeman to give 
up his treasures, which he had been collecting 
for more than ten years, for less than $50,000, 
and the sum he received may have been even 
larger. 

The Wakeman collection has long been 
known to dealers and collectors, and students 
and bibliographers of the authors represented 
have frequently had recourse to it for data 
otherwise unobtainable. Mr. Wakeman, who, 
like Mr. Morgan, is a descendant of the earl¬ 
ier settlers of Connecticut, has been quietly 
getting together the manuscripts and first 
editions of American authors since he retired 
from business, his fancy, in fact, turning to 
this occupation even before he gave up af¬ 
fairs. He retains his valuable library of rare 
first editions.

BRAZILIANS WANT AMERICAN 
TEXT-BOOKS. 

According to the Rev. Z. C. Taylor, who 
has been a missionary of the Southern Bap¬ 
tist Church in Brazil for twenty-eight years, 
and who arrived in this country recently, the 
Government of the State of Bahia has just 
granted concessions covering an enormous 
territory to four American syndicates. One 
concession gives the privilege of harnessing a 
waterfall of 1,200,000 horse power to furnish 
electricity. 

This is Mr. Taylor’s first visit home in 
seven years. He says his denomination now 
has 100 churches with 6000 members in Brazil. 
“I was the second Baptist missionary to go 
down there,” said Mr. Taylor. “We have an 
American school, of which my wife is the 
director. Good teachers of English are not 
numerous enough to begin to supply the de¬ 
mand. There is a heavy demand for Amer¬ 
ican text-books and school desks. We bought 
140 last year for our school, and the Govern¬ 
ment has since purchased 10,000.”

PERNICIOUS BOOKS AGAIN. 

To the Editor of The Publishers* Weekly. 

Sir: Your article in the Weekly of October 
16, on the “Responsibility of Booksellers,” 
pleased me very much. Is it not deplorable 
that hitherto reputable publishers have per¬ 
mitted the publication of books nearing the 
borderline of decency and in some cases even 
crossing it? 

The other day a representative of one of 
the oldest leading publishers was showing me 
his line. I told him, as I am now obliged to 
tell all salesmen of fiction, that if there was 
anything among his novels of questionable 
morals, or “off color,” to set it aside, as I 
would not buy it; and should any be sent me 
I would send them back at the expense of the 
house. He immediately sajd if that was the 
case he would have to put out at least two 
that dealt with subjects that would not pass 
muster. He said, however, they were “good 
sellers.” 

Do these publishers and authors realize 
what this catering to the worst in human na¬ 
ture means? Do they realize that, while 
there may be a temporary sale for such trash, 
that it will in the end prejudice decent people 
again all novel reading? Do they realize that 
the pulpit and church at large will sooner or 
later put such a ban on all novel reading as 
to materially affect its sale? Will not the 
younger generation be warned by all who 
have any regard for the welfare of their chil¬ 
dren to let novel reading entirely alone? Do 
they realize that in the library schools the 
standing of such publishers drops way below 
what it otherwise would? Do they know 
that librarians are warned to keep a very 
sharp lookout for the lists of such publishers, 
and to order very sparingly? The public 
library is established for the moral uplift of 
the community. If these libraries deal out 
such material as is here in question are they 
any better than the saloon? As well have 
free saloons. 
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Will any one please tell the difference be¬ 
tween one who caters to the lowest passions 
in literature and the keeper of a bawdy house? 
Both do this for money. Both drag down 
humanity for what little money there is in it. 
Has it come to pass that parents must inspect 
every novel their children get at a presumably 
respectable bookstore to see that they do not 
get what is not fit for them? Every intelli¬ 
gent person knows that there is no worse 
evil for young people than a bad book. The 
evil influence of such literature does not stop 
at this generation, but affects for evil genera¬ 
tions to come, and, eventually, the strength 
of the nation. Should not something be done 
by all right-minded people to put a stop to 
the writing and distribution of such litera¬ 
ture? What must be the mental attitude of 
men and women who write of these matters 
for money? 

I well remember F. Hopkinson Smith’s 
splendid address at one of our booksellers’ 
dinners, in which he called on authors to re¬ 
frain from going to the sewer and wallowing 
in its mire for material when the clear moun¬ 
tain stream was just as easy of access. And 
how well does Mr. Smith illustrate this in his 
splendid books, all “good sellers.” 

Is not an author, a publisher and a book¬ 
seller who exploits these impure books a curse 
rather than a blessing to the community?

HENRY CHARLES LEA. 

Henry Charles Lea, one of the most 
distinguished and learned of American his¬ 
torians, died on October 24 at his resi¬ 
dence in Philadelphia. Mr. Lea was the 
third of a distinguished family to gain a 
literary reputation. His maternal grand¬ 
father was Mathew Carey, the Irish pub¬ 
licist, journalist and publisher, who, from 
1784 until his death in 1821, at the age of 
seventy-nine, was distinguished as much for 
his literary activity as he was as a progres¬ 
sive publisher and the founder of a publish¬ 
ing house that has survived for a century 
and a quarter, known to-day as Lea & 
Febiger. His father, Isaac Lea, for thirty 
years identified with the publishing trade in 
Philadelphia, an enthusiastic student of nat¬ 
ural history, enjoyed an enviable reputation 
as a scientist throughout the scientific world, 
as he had, as a publisher, in this country. 

Henry Charles Lea was born in Philadelphia, 
September 19, 1825. He was privately edu¬ 
cated, and at an early age showed his pre¬ 
dilection for literary work, having written, at 
the age of thirteen, a paper on salts of man¬ 
ganese. He joined his father in the publish¬ 
ing firm of Lea & Blanchard, in 1843, but 
soon had a nervous breakdown, which was in¬ 
directly responsible for much of his work as 
a historian. For several years after 1847 he 
indulged in what he used to call “intellectual 
leisure,” and took to studying the French 
memoirs of the Middle Ages for amusement. 
By 1851 he had recovered from his illness, 
and succeeded his father, who retired in that 
year. When the war between the states broke 
out he put his studies aside temporarily, 
and threw himself earnestly into the work 
of saving the Union by writing some of the 
famous addresses issued by the Union League. 

The name of the firm upon the accession of 
Plenry Charles Lea was changed to Blanchard 
& Lea. The partnership of Blanchard & Lea 
continued until 1865, when Mr. Blanchard re¬ 
tired after a connection with the house which 
had lasted for more than half a century. He 
was succeeded by his son Henry, and the 
firm again became Lea & Blanchard for a 
few months, when ill-health compelled the 
younger Mr. Blanchard to withdraw. The 
business was then carried on by Mr. Lea 
alone, under his own name, until 1880. 

The house had never lost a partner by death, 
all its members having successively withdrawn 
in season to enjoy the fruits of well-directed 
industry. Mr. Lea formed no exception to this 
rule, and in 1880 he abandoned active partic¬ 
ipation in the cares of business, remaining as 
a special partner in the firm then formed, of 
Henry C. Lea’s Son & Co., consisting of 
Charles M. Lea, the fourth in descent from 
Mathew Carey, Henry M. Barnes, who had 
been connected with the house for more 
than forty years, and Christian C. Febiger, 
who had entered the service of his kins¬ 
man, Henry Charles Lea, in 1865. This 
partnership lasted until January, 1885, when, 
on the final retirement of Henry Charles Lea, 
and the admission of a younger son, Arthur 
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H. Lea, the firm of Lea Brothers & Co. was 
established. Last year—in January, 1908— 
the firm name was changed to Lea & Febiger, 
owing to the desire of Charles M. Lea to be 
relieved of some of the responsibilities of an 
active business life. The firm at present con¬ 
sists of Christian C. Febiger, Arthur H. Lea, 
the youngest son of Henry Giarles Lea, and 
Charles M. Lea, who retains his interest in 
the firm as a special partner. 

At the close of the war Mr. Lea again took 
up the studies of the Middle Ages, and the 
first result was “Superstition and Force: Es¬ 
says on the Wager of Law, the Wager of 
Battle, the Ordeal and Torture,” which was 
published in 1866. A year later came his “His¬ 
torical Sketch of Sacerdotal Celibacy,” which 
so recently as 1907 was reprinted in London 
His “Studies in Church History” appeared in 
1869. In 1888 appeared the “History of the In¬ 
quisition in the Middle Ages,” in three vol¬ 
umes, a French translation of which was pub¬ 
lished in 1900. A German translation of the 
first volume has appeared, and about a year 
ago arrangements were made for the appear¬ 
ance of an Italian translation. Mr. Lea’s other 
works were “Chapters from the Religious His¬ 
tory of Spain, Connected with the Spanish 
Inquisition,” 1890; “A Formulary of the Pa¬ 
pal Penitentiary in the Thirteenth Century,” 
1892; “A History of Auricular Confession 
and Indulgences,” three volumes, 1896; “The 
Moriscos of Spain, their Conversion and 
Expulsion,” iqot : “A History of the Inqui¬ 
sition of Spain,” four volumes, 1006-7, and 
“The Inquisition in the Spanish Dependen¬ 
cies,” 1908. 

Mr. Lea found time also to engage in la¬ 
bors of social reform, and he was elected 
president of the Philadelphia branch of the 
American Social Science Association. The 
study of this social science question led Mr. 
Lea into an active crusade against the evils in 
the municipal system of government, and 
helped to organize, in 1871, the Citizens’ Mu¬ 
nicipal Reform Association, the aim of which 
is and has been to bring the public business to 
the same degree of efficiency and economy as 
is obtained by a private corporation. He was 
also president of the Reform Club and was 
an early advocate of civil service reform. He 
received the degree of LL.D. from the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, Harvard and Prince¬ 
ton. 

In 1889 Mr. Lea made a liberal contribution 
to the Philadelphia Library, and in 1892 he 
aided largely in founding a department of 
hygiene in the University of Pennsylvania by 
erecting for it a laboratory. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

William Helburn, for about thirty years 
in the fine art and book trade in New York, 
died October 17. He was born in Bavaria, 
November 27, 1852, and at the time of his 
death was established at No. 10 East Six¬ 
teenth Street, New York, where his family 
will continue the business. 

Colonel Theodore A. Dodge, the military 
historian, died on October 26 at Versailles, 
France. Colonel Dodge was born at Pitts¬ 


field, Mass., on May 28, 1842. His military 
education was obtained in Berlin under the 
tutorship of an officer of the Prussian 
Army. After being graduated from the 
London University in 1861, just about the 
time that the trouble began between the 
states, Mr. Dodge returned to this country 
and was appointed a first lieutenant in the 
One Hundred and First New York Volunteer 
Infantry. He resigned from that regiment in 
1862 to accept the appointment of first lieu¬ 
tenant in the One Hundred and Nineteenth 
New York Volunteer Infanry. Colonel Dodge 
served in the defenses of Washington and 
participated in the seven days’ fight at Fair 
Oaks. He was slightly wounded at Manassas 
and also received a wound at the battle near 
Chantilly. Recovering, he joined General 
Carl Schurz’s division from Fredericksburg 
through the Chancellorsville campaign to 
Gettysburg, where he lost his right leg and 
was made a prisoner of war. Not being able 
to further serve on the battlefield, Colonel 
Dodge when he was freed was appointed to 
the Bureau of Enrollment in the Paymaster 
General’s office in Washington. After the 
war Colonel Dodge took to writing on mili¬ 
tary subjects, and soon became known as one 
of the foremost writers on such matters in 
this country. Among his best-known works 
are “A Bird’s Eye View of the Civil War,’ r 
“A Chat in the Saddle,” and a series of mili¬ 
tary histories, including “Alexander,” “Han¬ 
nibal” and “Caesar.”

Charles Frohman is authority for the 
statement that J. M. Barrie will visit this 
country in the near future. 

In connection with the announced biogra¬ 
phy, by his wife, of William Edward Hart- 
pole Lteky, it is interesting to note that the 
great English publicist never encouraged the 
idea that there should be a biography of him. 
On the contrary, he wished to live by his 
books alone. He did not keep a journal nor 
think it worth while that his daily doings 
should be recorded; but- what may be consid¬ 
ered an idiosyncrasy was his habit for years 
of noting in a small diary his whereabouts on 
every Monday morning.

As a matter of fact this 
book would probably never have been pub¬ 
lished but for the American publisher, who 
persuaded Mr. Harris to give him the manu¬ 
script after. English publishers had given up 


the attempt in despair. It is twelve years 
since Mr. Harris started this book, and for 
several years it has been complete except for 
the author’s final corrections. 

Forbes & Company, Chicago, will publish 
before the end of the month “Jane Jones and 
Some Others, a volume of Ben King’s verse, 
illustrated by John A. Williams; “What Does 
Christmas Really Mean ?” by John T. Mc- 
Cutcheon and Jenkin Lloyd Jones, a charm¬ 
ing dialogue between mother and child on 
the real meaning of the festival; “Maroon 
Tales,” by Will J. Cuppy, the first book of 
the University of Chicago stories; “The Girl 
Wanted,” by Helen Haskins, to be a com¬ 
panion volume to Nixon Waterman’s “Boy 
Wanted;” and “The Saints and Sinners Cal¬ 
endar for 1910,” one of the most popular of 
quotation calendars. 

Fleming H. Revell Company have a new 
edition of Dr. James Stalker’s “The Life of 
Jesus Christ,” first published thirty years ago, 
which has now been brought thoroughly up to 
date; “China’s Only Hope” is again brought 
before the public by the recent death of its 
author, Chang Chih Tung, Viceroy of Liang 
Hu, and bids fair to exhaust a new edition;

Norman Dun¬ 
can’s “The Suitable Child” is a Christmas 
story of a railroad ride which is not intended 
for children but for their elders, who alone 
can enjoy its special merits. 

The Book Supply Company are now sure 
that Harold Bell Wright has again written a 
book for their exploiting that will be as great 
a success as “That Printer of Udells” and 
“The Shepherd of the Hills,” indeeds bids fair 
even to surpass the marvellous sales of those 
popular novels. The first printing of “The 
Calling of Dan Matthews” was 100,000 copies, 
and of these 81,000 copies were sold before 
publication, and the second printing of another 
100,000 copies is now ready, and the press of 
the whole country has only praise for the 
story of the ideal clergyman who, when he 
finds the church interferes with his being a 
Christian, heroically leaves the church, for 
he must be a Christian. The book is made 
very interesting also by the talks on Christian • 
Science, which are broad-minded and sincere 
on both sides. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have just ready 
“Scenes and Portraits,” by Frederick Man¬ 
ning, discussing the world-old problem of 
man’s relation to the unknown; “John Sebas¬ 
tian Bach,” by C. Hubert H. Parry, Doctor 
of Music at Oxford, Cambridge and Dublin; 
and “A Book of Precious Stones,” by Julius 
Wodiska, a jeweler of long experience and 
an expert in gems, who has made in this 
book a thorough study of gems in their scien¬ 
tific, commercial, artistic and historical as¬ 
pects. “The Incomparable Siddons,” by Mrs. 
Clement Parsons, who did such good work in 
“Garrick and His Circle,” will be issued 
November 1, as will also “The Nine Days 
•Queen,” (Lady Jane Grey,) by Richard 
Davey, who gives a fine study of the charac- 
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ters who lived in the days of this unfortunate 
woman; and “PoUery of the Near East,” by 
Garrett Chatfield Pier, author of “Inscrip¬ 
tions on Nile Monuments.” 

John McBride Company will publish short¬ 
ly Bradford’s “History of the Plymouth Set¬ 
tlement,” rendered into modern English by 
Valerian Paget. In 1897 “the most precious 
manuscript on earth,” so spoken of by Sena¬ 
tor Hoar, was returned to America from the 
Library of the Fulham Episcopal Palace at 
London and with great ceremony was handed 
over to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
by the American Ambassador to London, 
under sanction of the English Crown. With 
his own hand Bradford wrote this history of 
the origin and first years of the Pilgrim 
Fathers, and the publishers wish to place 
this important historical fecord within the 
means of all students of history. The second 
of the four volumes of the “Authentic Love 
Letters of Noted Personages” is nearly ready 
and will deal with “Love Letters of Famous 
Poets and Novelists.” They also announce a 
novel by Noel Griffith which is making a 
great stir in England which will appear under 
the title, “Dorrian Carfax.” 

In the late eighties Rudyard Kipling was 
writing “Turnovers” for the Allahabad 
Pioneer. A “turnover,” as used in India jour¬ 
nalism, is a text, article, story, or group of 
verses which begins on one column and turns 
over to the next. The India journals con¬ 
sidered, (and probably do still,) that the tit¬ 
bit of advertising position was lhe top of the 
column which practically broke into the tale 
itself. Young Kipling, being in those days a 
sort of jack-of-all-trades in the office, used to 
dash off turnovers in lengths to fit the de¬ 
mands of the local advertiser. These were 
usually done at the last moment before going 
to press, and some of them in fact were ac¬ 
tually written on the “make-up” stone to fit a 
space as the forms were being made up. It 
was in this way, as many people know, that 
most of the “Plain Tales from the Hills” 
came into being, the author going over this 
old material and putting it into his books re¬ 
vised and rearranged. Recently the scraps 
rejected by Kipling have been unearthed by 
a New York publisher and brought out in 
book form, much to the chagrin of its author, 
who wished that these juvenile ephemera 
might have been hidden in oblivion. Obliged 
to father this progeny Mr. Kipling has now 
made arrangements with his publishers, Dou¬ 
bleday, Page & Co., to bring out an author¬ 
ized edition at a nominal price. 

John Lane Company have just ready 
“Candles in the Wind,” Maud Diver’s new 
novel, which forms the last and b.est of a 
series of East Indian romances begun by 
“Captain Desmond, V.C.,” and carried through 
the “Great Amulet.” Mrs. Diver’s stories 
have a freshness reminiscent of Kipling’s 
famous Indian stories, and she is able to 
create characters who seem actually alive. 
The present volume tells the story of Alan 
Laurence, a young engineer subaltern, and his 
love for the beautiful Mrs. Videlle. Readers 
of Mrs. Diver’s former romances will find 
several old friends in the present story, 


among them Colonel Eldred Lenox and his 
wife, (Quits. The story is divided into four 
parts: “The Angel of the Flaming Sword,” 
“The Strength of the Hills,” “The Abysmal 
Strife” and “The Gate of Dawn.” Those 
who have read Maude M. Holbach’s charm¬ 
ing bock, “Dalmatia,” will welcome her new 
volume, “Bosnia and Herzegovina,” pub¬ 
lished this week by John Lane Company. 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, as Mrs. Holbach 
points out, are sister lands to Dalmatia. 
Bosnia has primeval forests, Herzegovina su¬ 
perb mountain scenery, and Dalmatia a sunny 
shore and island-studded coast. Mrs. Hol¬ 
bach writes in a sympathetic, easy style and 
gives the reader much that cannot be ob¬ 
tained from the ordinary guidebook. Like 
“Dalmatia,” the present volume is profusely 
illustrated from photographs taken by Mrs. 
Holbach’s husband. Tourists in search of a 
pleasant summer climate will do well, Mrs. 
Holbach points out, to visit Bosnia. In 
Herzegovina blue skies and sunshine last 
through November. 

Henry Holt & Company have just ready 
Jane Grey Perkins’s “Life of the Honorable 
Mrs. Norton” with hitherto unpublished let¬ 
ters, illustrated. Mrs. Norton was one of the 
“three graces” of English society in the first 
half of the last century. She was the great 
Sheridan’s granddaughter; the author of sev¬ 
eral novels and many poems and songs, com 
testing contemporary popularity with Mrs. 
Browning. A friend of Lord Melbourne, 
Fanny Kemble, Motley, etc., her influence 
was potent in politics. Meredith undoubtedly 
had her in mind when he drew “Diana.” This 
biography is said to be able, interesting, and 
sincere. They have also just ready a strik¬ 
ing new novel said to be full of dramatic 
episodes and contemporary interest, entitled 
“The Demagog,” the main figure of which, the 
owner of a chain of great daily papers, seeks 
the presidency, and is vigorously opposed by 
a brilliant district attorney; also, “Cock-a- 
Doodle-Hill,” by Alice Calhoun Plaines, a 
continuation of the author’s popular book for 
young people, “The Luck of the Dudley 
Grahams,” in which the heroine’s experiences 
with chicken farming are described with a 
combination of humor and pathos. They will 
publish shortly a “Textbook on Hydraulics,” 
by Professor G. E. Russell, of the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology, which is dis¬ 
tinctly a text-book for students rather than 
a reference book for practicing engineers; 
also, in their series of English Readings, a 
volume of “Selections from Johnson,” edited 
by Professor C. G. Osgood, of Princeton, 
which includes the preface to the Dictionary, 
the lives of Savage and Addison and a liberal 
number of the essays, letters and prayers. 

The publication by Charles Scribner’s Sons 
of the Memorial edition of the “Works of 
George Meredith” will begin in this country 
during this fall, probably in November, and 
simultaneously with the publication in Eng¬ 
land. This splendid new uniform edition of 
Mr. Meredith’s works will include from 
twenty-five to twenty-seven volumes. It will 
be printed from new type and on particularly 
fine paper and handsomely bound and will be 
sold by subscription. The illustrations for 
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this edition will comprise reproductions of 
many of the original illustrations which ac¬ 
companied the author’s novels and poems 
when published in magazine form, by such 
artists as Millais, Du Maurier, Sandys, 
Charles Keene, and Hablot K. Browne. They 
will also include a picture of the house in 
which Mr. Meredith resided in the early 
years of his literary activity, a number of 
portraits taken at different periods of his 
life, and pictures especially taken for this 
edition from scenes associated by the author 
with many of his novels and poems. There 
will also be reproductions of ms. taken from 
various novels and poems dating from the 
earliest days down to within a few months 
of his death. The edition will include the 
new novel “Celt and Saxon,” and an unfin¬ 
ished comedy, “The Sentimentalists,” and in 
the volumes of “Short Stories and Essays” 
will be included some incomplete mss. and 
several critical reviews and articles. The 
poems will include all the poetry published 
Ly the author over his own name, or with re¬ 
gard to the publication of which he left in¬ 
structions. There will also be a volume con¬ 
taining various changes, etc., made by Mere¬ 
dith in his work, together with a complete 
'bibliography. This promises to be one of the 
most important literary undertakings of re¬ 
cent years.
